Rust are all full of willful falsehoods. I 
will give the facts of the case: During 


the h ldiog of the Chicago Citrus Fair, 
the Chicago Iilastrated Graphic, in one 


of its issues, gave a portrait of H. N. 


Rust, and stated in connection there- 
with that Mr. Rust was the general 
manager of the Onicago Citrus Fair, 
and he appeared to receive the entire 
credit of getting up the exhibit, and 
placing itin Chicago. The other three 
managers—J. E. Clarke, O. Z. Culver, 


and myself—felt that an injustice had 
been done to us, and so told the agent, 
D. C. Roberts, of the Graphic, who 


visited the Fair. He said his paper 
would do anything reasonable to cor- 
rect the false impression. After a few 
days Mr. Roberts came to the Fair 


again, and desired to get a copy of the 


colored lithograph; as they desired to 
reproduce it in ine Graphic in one 
colors. The lithograph was not yet 
complete, but we finished him a copy 
printed in three or four colors, He also 
desired Mr, Culver, Mr, Ciark and my 
self to give him our photographs and 
be would have them engraved for the 
pope also. We did so. Mr. Oulver and 
„ Olarke afterwards withdrew their 
hotograpbs, but as mine was in the 
ds of the engraverI let it go. Mr. 
Roberts also desired Mr. Clark to write 
up an article on Southern California to 
appear in the same paper. He con- 
sented to do so, and he furnished the 
copy. He then desired me to write an 
article regarding the Fair and Riverside, 
which Idid. He then wanted to know 


if we did not want some extra copies of 


the paper. We said we did. Mr. Clarke 
ordered 250 or 500 copies, I forget 
which, and Mr. Culver did the same. I 
ordered 1000 copies, and the written 


contract stipulated that the papcr was 
to contain the wood engravings, which

was very incorrect, and not from the 


_ Copy showed them by me. In the bird’s 


eye view at the top of the lithograph 


| they had Riverside located where San 


Gabriel is, and there were other bad 


mistakes which had been corrected in 


the lithograph as issued. 

Two or three days after the receipt of 
these papers I visited Chicago, en route 
to Michigan, and called on the publisher 
of the Graphic, and as he was not in, I 
was referred to D. C. Roberts, the 
agent, who took the contract. I told 
him of the mistake, and he regretted 
very much that it had occurred. The 
view of the Fair, which I was particular 
about, was on a half sheet supplement, 
and I suggested that for my edition 
they correct the plate and priat another 
edition of the supplement, and fold 
them in the papers sent me. He said 
they could do so, and they would be 
glad to correct the matter in that way. 

told them when they were done to ship 


the papers to me at Riverside, and on 


my return home I would send a check 
for the amount of $100. He agreed to 
do so, and said the matter was entirely 
satisfactory. The bulk was 80 great I 
ordered them shipped as freight, and 
they would be there by the time I ar- 
rived home. | 


On arrival at home after my trip to 


San Francisco I found that the papers 
had not come, but a telegram was there 
stating that if I would send them the 
money by telegraph the papers would be 
shipped. I declined to doit. I had no 
reason to believe that. the correction 
had been made, and I declined to buy 
goods inthat way. They then drew on 


me for $100, and I declined to honor 


the draft for the same reason. 

I then received threatening letters 
from D. C. Roberts, in which he made 
various insinuations against me and my 
work in Chicago. I paid no attention 
to him, and now 1 am to be hounded in 
this manner. I went to Chicago to 
represent Southern California at a great 


pecuniary loss to myself. I paid ali my 


bills while there, and because I decline 


to be victimized in this way,I am to 


be pursued like a thief, 

I regret very much and am surprised 
that you should open your columns to 
such an attack without first getting both 
sides of the story. 

I deny having ordered any $300 worth 
of papers. Iwill give one thousand 
dollars for any unpaid board bills of 
mine contracted in Chicago during my 
late visit to that city. 

It the Graphic has a legal contract 
against me—and it is in writing—it can 
be collected, as I am yet perfeotly good 
for a judgment of one hundred dollars. 

In conclusion, I would say that while 
in Sacramento a few days since I saw 
a copy of the Chicago Graphic in the 
office of the Record-Union, of the same 
date of the issue of which I ordered 
1000 copies, and it contained much of 
the same illustrations and 
matter, but nothing about the fair. 
obtained the copy for further reference, 
but have lost it. I came to the concla- 
sion that the matter printed for us only 
appeared in a portion of their not very 
large issue. I have not been able to 

see Messrs. Culver and Clarke before 
writing this, but I refer to them for the 
correctness of this statement so far as 


they are acquainted with the facts.
